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“EXALT JUSTICE" 
IS BISHOP’S PLEA 
TO BIBLE CLASSES 


Organization Of Fed­ 
eration Is Effected 
At Meeting At 
S t 
James 
Church. 


Decrying lawlessness and calling 
upon his audience to "exalt justice,” 
to instill a deeper reverence for the 
sacredness of human life and to pre­ 
pare* citizens for greater self-control, 
the Rev. D; William M. Bell, H arris­ 
burg, senior bishop 
of 
the 
United 
Brethren church, delivered a stirring 
address on the subject “Our Moral 
Duty in a Democracy” before a large 
audience 
in 
St. 
Jam es 
Lutheran 
church, Tuesday evening. 
The 
occasion 
was a rally of the 
adult Bible classes of all Protestant 
churches throughout the county, most 
of which were represented. 
The Rev. 
J. I. Hummer, Littlestown, superin­ 
tendent of the adult Bible class divi­ 
sion of the Adams 
County 
Sunday 
School Association, presided. 
The service was opened with songs 
led by the Rev. M urray E. Ness, of 
Arendtsville. 
The opening scripture 
was read by the Rev. N. L. Horn, Get­ 
tysburg, and prayer was given by Dr. 
Henry W. A. Hanson, president of 
G ettysburg College. 
Officers Named 
In addition to the group singing, C. 
S. Thomas, of college, sang several 
tenor solos, and the College Q uartet 
gave several selections. 
Just preceding the address of Bisho 
Bell, a short 
business 
session 
was 
held at which the Adams County Fed­ 
eration of Bible Classes was effected, 
with T. J. W inebrenner, Baltimore 
street, as president. 
Luther Lady, 
Arendtsville, was elected vice presi­ 
dent; Edmund W. 
Thomas, 
G ettys­ 
burg, treasurer, and N. B. Sehnurman, 
Gettysburg, secretary. 
Bishop Bell spoke 
in an 
eloquent 
and scholarly manner, which held the 
attention of the audience throughout. 
At the outset he stressed the im­ 
portance, significance and necessity of 
assum ing the moral responsibility of 
citizenship. 
W ithout an appreciation 
of the moral responsibility of citizen­ 
ship, he 
predicted 
th at 
democracy 
would go on the rocks. 
Urges People To Vote 
‘‘Our theories, ideals and preroga­ 
tives of citizenship are prolific, but we 
are terribly lax In the execution of 
our inalienable rights,” he continued. 
‘‘Failure in exercising the rights of 
citizenship is dangerous to 
the ship 
of state. 
Our devotion to democracy 
is emotional rather than intellectual. 
We glory in ideals, but we forget to 
vote.” 
Bishop Bell then pictured the havoc 
of the crime wave 
which, 
he said, 
seems to be sweeping the nation. “It 
is a shame to our country and to her 
institutions 
th at 
w'e 
have such an 
arm y of criminals.” 
He pointed out 
th at while America is the most civil­ 
ized of all 
countries, 
it 
has 
more 
crim inals than any other nation on 
the face of the earth. 
He issued a challenge to youth to 
practice self-control and to keep their 
hands clean from lust, and contrast­ 
ing ungoverned lust with a sacredness 
of human life, showed the moral bene­ 
fits which thus accrue. 
He then pointed out the necessity 
of 
citizens 
securing 
control 
over 
themselves in order th at they may 
function 
aright as 
citizens 
of 
a 
democracy. 
“Th© complexity of our 
government 
and its 
individual re­ 
sponsibilities make it im perative that 
the average citizen has the ability to 
exercise the rights and privileges of 
citizenship. In the absence of proper 
preparation for citizenship, tragedy is 
bound to follow. We are in the zone 
of delicate democracy. 
We still have 
faith in democracy. 
We are taking 
the ‘number’ of the professional poli­ 
ticians, 
and 
there is a growing de­ 
mand for complete eradication of this 
evil. 
Protest against party politics.” 
The speaker closed with a challenge 
to his audience to accept the attitude 
and spirit of Jesus, to play four­ 
square as Christian c j^ e n s and to de­ 
velop personality in line with Chris­ 
tian character.

L0N6 LAW SUIT 


Court Decision 
Ends 
19-Year 
Fight For Rights Which Will 
be Worth Millions. 


Washington, Oct. 13.—A n o t h e r 
golden dream came true when a final 
decision of the Supreme Court up­ 
held patent rights of a veteran pros­ 
pector, George Campbell Carson, of 
California, which are said to be W'orth 
many millions of dollars. 
The Supreme Court ended the case 
finally in Carson’s favor by denying 
the request of the American Smelt­ 
ing and Refining Company for a re­ 
view' of decisions 
of lower courts. 
Carson began suit against the com­ 
pany in 
1923 
for 
infringement of 
patent rights for two reverberator 
furnaces he had invented as a copper 
worker, and since that time the case 
has twice ran the course of the courts. 
This is the second time the case has 
been before the Supreme Court, which 
had once before decided in favor of 
the prospector. 
Lower courts upheld 
the right of Carson to damages 
throughout the extensive litigation. 
The final victory 
Monday is the 
cli max of a 19-year fight for recog­ 
nition by the prospector, who has 
spent much of his life in tie moun­ 
tains and desert lands of the West. 
Often he has pillowed his head in the 
desert sands under the stars and he 
has referred to himself as a “desert 
rat.” 
/ 
The interesting question arises now 
as _to what the aged veteran of the 
hills and deserts will do 
with 
his 
money. The question was raised be­ 
fore, when Carson won his first suit, 
and he confessed he did not know the 
answer. 
How much money the suit will 
bring is not known. 
While reports 
have fixed the value of the patent 
rights at $20,000,000, officials of the 
company claimed in New York after 
one of their defeats that the rights 
were worth no more than $220,000 and 
that the prospector would not get a 
great deal of this, stating that he re- 
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tained only 22 Vs p^fcefrt, of the stock 
in a company which was formed, the 
Carson Investment Company.

League of Women Voters to En* 
deavOr to Secure Better Of­ 
ficials For Service. 


Philadelphia, Oct. 13.—Completion 
of a digest of the election iaws, gov­ 
erning the election and duties of elec­ 
tion officers, for use at the seventh 
annual convention of the Pennsyl­ 
vania League of Women Voters was 
announced today by Miss Martha G. 
Thomas, first vice-chairman of the 
league. The convention will be held 
here November 8, 9 and IO. 
“We have compiled this digest,” 
said Miss Thomas, "as a first aid in 
the campaign which the league will 
inaugurate at our forthcoming state 
convention to bring about the elec­ 
tion of a greater number of honest, 
intelligent and accurate election offi­ 
cials. 
This 
digest, 
simple 
and 
authoritative, answers every question 
which faces a candidate for election 
officer or which 
confronts such offi­ 
cials when on duty. It traces the law 
as to election officers from the original 
provision in the Constitution through 
the varied, and complex primary and 
election statutory laws. 
“League officials feel that if the 
quality of the election board* is made 
as high as possible, not only will the 
count be more accurate but also the 
confidence of the people in the ma­ 
chinery of 
elections 
will 
be 
so 
strengthened that more and more per­ 
sons will go to the polls to vote. What 
we need is more voters; not funda­ 
mental changes in the 
methods of 
making party nominations. 
If citi­ 
zens votfe in large number they ean 
solve the political problems of the day 
without the use of new machinery or 
of old machinery resurrected from the 
political junk-heap.” 
The first day’s convention sessions 
will embrace a meeting of the board 
of directors and a conference on league 
organization. 
The program for the 
second day will be featured by dis­ 
cussions on “Efficiency 
in Govern­ 
ment,*’ “Taxation” and “Federal Aid” 
ai$d the annual dinner. The biennial 
election of officers will take place on 
the final day of the gathering.

waUr, and relatively dense, smooth, 
adherent deposits are obtained from 
solutions of lead, which normally re­ 
sulted in rough, crystalline deposits. 
Even 
simple 
lead 
salts may be 
used for lead-coating purposes, Doc­ 
tor 
Vuilleumier has found, if glyc­ 
erine is used first to coat the object, 
and a smooth surface will result. 
Lead is recognized as one of the 
minerals which withstands attack by 
acids successfully, but its use has been 
limited for coating purposes because 
of the involved and unsatisfactory re­ 
sults obtained.

FREAK INVENTIONS 
PATENTED ABROAD 


One Briton Conceives 
Idea of 
Training Birds to Attack 
Enemy Cities. 


Every day one or two quiet, hftrm- 
less-looking men stroll into the British 
patent office with designs of inven­ 
tions which would stagger humanity 
if they could be brought to perfection. 
Sometimes a man who looks as though 
he would shrink from killing a fly has 
plans in his pocket for annihilating 
the world, says a writer in the Lon­ 
don Chronicle. 
Here is a man almost 
exploding 
with eagerness to take out a patent 
before anybody else can crib his in 
vention. 
He, has 
donceived 
the 
Heath Robinsonian idea of a gun that 
will fire square bullets at heathens 
and round ones at Christians! 
He is given a form and laboriously 
sets out his specifications. 
And no­ 
body even smiles. 
Fame and Failure 
That is the sort of thing that goes 
on day in, day out, week after week, 
at the patent office. 
Some of the 
men who go there—the lucky few— 
climb to fame in a night; others take 
out their patents with high hopes, 
only to sink back into obscurity-Hfail- 
ures. 
Nobody wants their inventions. 
Comes a seedy little man with a 
worn coat and the marks of hardship 
and suffering in his seamed face. For 
years he has been striving to perfect 
a labor-saving device—an automatic 
butler that will perforon all the du­ 
ties of a servant in about half the 
time. 
* 
He has snent a small fortune on his 
experiments; he has struggled on un­ 
daunted by failure, stinting himself 
of food, and living in his workshop in 
order to spend every penny on his 
dream. 
Now, at last—so he thinks— 
success is within his grasp. 
But the experts who examine his 
specifications known that the old man’s 
dream will never be/ulfilled. 
For a 
few weeks, perhaps, he will* live in a 
paradise of hope, only to know dis­ 
appointment and despair in the end. 
Nowhere is the tragedy of “if” more 
poignantly 
illustrated than at the 
patent office. 
The Mighty “IP 
Heavier-than-air 
flying 
machines 
might have been evolved IOO years 
ago, if— 
The American colonies might still 
have belonged to Britain, if— 
The Peninsular War could 
have 
been won in quarter of the time, and 
there might have been no Waterloo, 
if— 
f 
Noiseless airplanes and the Death 
Ray might have ended .the Great War 
in a month, if— 
The secret of all these “ifs” is at 
the patent office. 
Just now is the 
“freak” season for inventors, and the 
officials responsible for the grant­ 
ing of patents are overwhelmed with 
a flood of designs covering the whole 
gamut of human ingenuity from the 
Death Ray to safety ski devices for 
winter sports 
and 
anti-seasickness 
bunks for ship’s cabins. 
Somewhere in a laboratory on the 
outskirts of Manchester an inventor is 
engaged upon the perfection of an im­ 
proved remedy for seasickness. 
He 
has constructed an appartus that re­ 
produces the rolling of a ship in a 
heavy sea. 
• 
« p rw 
Strapping himself in this, he sets 
the machinery in motion until he ex­ 
periences all the symptoms of mal de­ 
nier. 
Then he makes notes on a 
chart of his condition minute by min­ 
ute. 
When a ship* begins to tilt, he says, 
the equilibrium organs of the inner 
ear are upset, and they excite a deli­ 
cate nerve that leads to the stomach 
and heart. 
Hence sea-sickness. 
By taking a course of voyages in 
his chair the traveler can be rendered 
immune—or so the inventor claims. 
'Jut he has been unable to stick to the 
movement long 
enough himself 
to 
prove its value! 
Something like 33,000 applications 
for patents are mtfde every year to the 
patent office. 
Perhaps a quarter ever 
become 
commercial 
propositions. 
Some fail 
because 
nobody 
wants 
them; others because they are too 
fantastic and impractical. 
Ingenious Ideas 
Perhaps the strangest specification 
ever submitted was that of a man who 
conceived the idea of enlisting and 
training the birds of the air to attack 
enemy countries in war-time. 
\ 
Raising sunken ships by freezing 
the water round the hole and there-by 
stopping up the gap is another in­ 
ventor’s dream. 
But there is no limit 
to the fantastic fights of man’s vision 
and ingenuity. 
Scores of people have busied them­ 
selves with inventions for blotting out 
the sun, though why anybody should 
want to blot it out is not clear. 
A 
patent ghost trap, a method of cap­ 
turing pure air and distributing it to 
industrial centres, and aerial naviga­ 
tion by means of bird traction are 
other ingenious ideas which never got 
beyond the patent office. 
Among all these flights of fancy 
there is a matter-of-fact touch about 
a device by which the last coach of a 
train would daub blacking on the 
rails at night and so prevent them 
acting as a guide for enemy aircraft. 
Women are rapidly rivaling the in­ 
genuity of men in the sphere of in­ 
vention. 
A silencer for household 
buckets is one example of their in­ 
genuity. 
It consists of a grooved 
rubber ring to fit around the flange 
on the bottom of the bucket, which 
can then be “dumped” down without

NOW MADE IN EGGS

Life grows steadily more compli­ 
cated. One can recall without too 
much effort the good old days when 
there were, for example, only two 
kinds of eggs.

tinctions; it was like the characters

A chain grocery store has just add­ 
ed this sign to its collection relating 
to eggsr. “Eggs fresh laid by young 
chicks!” The exclamation point seems 
to indicate that the last word has been 
said. 
To the New Yorker already 
accustomed to distinctions 
such as 
'New-laid 
up-state 
eggs,” 
“Fresh 
barnyard eggs,” “Strictly fresh West­ 
ern eggs,” “White eggs for invalids” 
and a dozen others, the new one will 
not come as a surprise, but there still 
will be a few old-timers 
who will 
wonder just why it is necessary to 
advertise the age of tho egg pro­ 
ducers. A good old hen who has led a 
respectable life should be able to pro­ 
duce as delicately flavored a break­ 
fast egg as any flapper pullet. 
One is almost inclined to suspect the 
grocers of searching the dictionary 
for new phrases to apply to eggs with 
no other purpose in mind than to lure 
a few more pennies from the pockets 
of consumers. They have already es­ 
tablished a distinction between white 
eggs and brown without the most re­ 
mote basis.

Miss Nora Wilkins, 12, of Powell 
county, Ky., has the most unique as 
well as hazardous occupation of any 
young woman in the state, that of cap­ 
turing alive venomous snakes, which 
she sells to circuses, carnivals, zoo­ 
logical gardens and private parties, 
says the Los Angeles Times. 
“In the first place,” said Miss Wil­ 
kins, “there is really no danger in ob­ 
taining the snakes, provided you go at 
it right and are not afraid of them. 
From the time I was six years of age 
I have had a fondness for snakes. My 
mothers tells me that when I was that 
age she was horrified one day to find 
me sitting in the grass in front of our 
home fondling a snake in my lap. 
When she grasped me in her arms and 
called my father, who killed my pet, 
I burst into tears. 
“For several years before I adopted 
the catching of snakes and selling 
them as a means of aiding ray father 
in providing for his large family, I 
spent my entire leisure time in roam­ 
ing over the mountains searching for 
my favorite playthings and causing 
my parents much discomfort. Finally 
I induced them to allow me to bring 
two large snakes of the harmless va­ 
riety to the house, placing one of 
them in the barn and the other under 
the home. 
From that time on we 
ceased to be troubled with mice or 
rats, which had formerly overrun the 
place. Those two snakes could be seen 
almost every day in the spring, sum­ 
mer or fall playing with each other 
in the yard. In the winter time they 
would go under the house and remain 
there until warm weather returned. _ 
“I have never been bitten by my 
pets, although I handle them rather 
roughly at times. There are few of 
them that are really dangerous. They 
will never bite you unless cornered.
